Funeral of Socialist Leader Engels 
Postponed— A Liberal Setarued 
by Orkney Islands. 



Fight With Italian Laborers iu Brazil 
—More Battles iu Central 
America- 



London, Aug. 10.— Tho Gazette an- 
Dounoee that Major-General Herbert, of tho 
Grenadier Gnarde, lately commander of 
tiie Canadian militia, has bsen created a 
Companion of tho Order of St. Michael and 
St. George. 

A aoriouB fight has ocourred between liroz 
iliana and Italians on a lino of railroad in 
course of construction between Frovidonoo 
and Vioboria, Brazil. A lar>;e nnmbsr of 
Italians were liilled. The eaoonnter, lb is 
feared, will have a very bod effect on the 
relations existing between Italy and tho re- 
public, which are already strained. 

GuayD(|uil advices oontirm the reports of 
tho battle fought August G at Sun Miguel, 
near Chimbo, south of GuirociU. Gen. 
SaraBti's advance guard of over COO troops 
attacked the advance guard of the patriot 
army, commanded by Gen. VeroLnzi. After 
thirteen honrs of hard fighting Sarasti's 
troops w«ro routed and ilad demoralized, 
leaving 150 men on both sides killed and 
wounded. Gen. Alfaro has arrived at 
Guamote, and is now facing Gen. Ssrasti's 
army. lb ia understood that a decisive 
battle will occur August 10, Ecuador is 
having a national festival over Gen. Ver- 
anz»'s victory. Guayaquil, where the en- 
thuBlaatn is inoreaiine, has organizgd a re- 
serve arnay of 2,000 men. 

Peace has been ODnoInded between the 
government of Brazil and the insurgents of 
the province of Rio Grande do Sul, 

The IFimes publishes an editorial on the 
split in the New York police board, in 
which it says : " It is greatly to bo feared 
that Colonel Grant's action will stir all tho 
old forces of corruption and misgoverDment 
to renewed efforts. It is only too probable 
that the mischief dona by his indiscreet ob- 
servations cannot bo nndone, (Tammany 
will strain every nerve at the autumn eleo- 
tions and will perhaps succeed, as it has suc- 
ceeded after previous disasters. Its success 
would bo a public calamity."

Among the monrnera vere Eer- 
ron Singer Mid Liebneoht Sbepniak, the ni- 
hilists ; VoIkhvoBky, Stanlani, MendeUon, 
Mario MendelBon sod PoliBh repreBentativos 
and representativeB from Ilialiaa, Armenian, 
and various EpgliBb and foreign aoolaUBt so- 
oietiea. 

The rebnma of the election held in Ork- 
ney and Shetland islands, wfaloh Is tho last 
oonstitnenoy to be beard from to complete 
the new British parliament, have been re- 
ceived. Tho seat remains unchanged, the 
Liberal candidate. Sir L. Lyell, Barb., hav- 
ing been re elected. The following are the 
returns : Sir L. Lyell, Bart., Liberal, 
2,.360 ; R. M. FuUarton, Q C, Conservative, 
1.580. Liberal majority, 7S0. At the laab 
eleotiou blr L. Lyell had a majority of 
1,OOG votes, showing a loss of 220 votes. 
Tho roturns of this diviaion adds one to tho 
opposition number, which is now 2ii0, and 
leaves the government a majority of 101 
and the Conservatives with a majority of 
1 1 over alL

— Further fish- 
ery news confirms thn good reports for the 
paet few days. Intelligence from the 
French shore brings detaila of what the in- 
torestcd parties claim to be an outrage on 
British subjects by an English warship at 
tlje instigation of French fishermen.

BRITAIN AND YBNEZDELA. 

The Status Unchanged— Bights of the Origin- 
al UanoB Company Bevlved. 

Wasiiinoton, Aug. 10. — Minister An- 
drade, of Venezuela, has returned from 
Doer Park, The status of the Britiah-Ven- 
ozaela question remains unohungcd. Re- 
cent advices received at the legation give 
the text of the official resolution by which 
Venezuela confirms to an Amorican com- 
pany a vast tract of land south of the Orin- 
oco and near the scene of the British con- 
tention. The reBolution sets forth that 
this grant was orifjinally made to the 
Manoa Company of the United States, but 
was snbsequently transferred to the Turn- 
bull Company, in whioh Gngliah interests 
predominated, bub, in view of tho ficb that 
the Tnrnbnll Company has nob proceeded 
with the development of the concession, tho 
resolution recites that the Tnrnbnll grant 
is canceled and all the rights of tho origin- 
al Manoa Company are revived and re- 
newed. This gives tho new Amorican syn- 
dicato the same terms under which tho 
Manoa Company operated.

Kaiser Wilhelni at Cowes-Hls Won- 
derful Versatility and Gen- 
eral Popularity. 

Gladstone's Chester Speech Criticized 
—The "Times " Says it Did Not 
Go Beyond Facts.

Lo>DON, Aug. 10. — The gathering of 
yachts and of yachtsmen at Cowes tbia 
week haa not been aa large and brilliant as 
customary. 

It is more than probable that Kaiser 
Wilhelm has enjoyed himself more than any 
dozen persons present at Cowes this week. 
The Innperial yacht Hobenzollern waa the 
attraction of all, and the Emperor beaming 
with good health and spirits, browned 
by the sun and full of en- 
ergy was there, and everywhere observed 
by everybody and admired by even the most 
dyspeptic. lb ia dlf&cult to feel anything 
bub adnniration for tho handsome young 
ruler of the German Empire, who seems to 
slip into different poreonaliticB with the 
same ease as he changes olothes. 
One day he is a German general, 
stern, finely trained, posted on all 
tricks of war, next day ho is the Gorman 
admiral, British dragoon, or a British ad- 
miral, yachtaman or an engineer, boat 
builder or warahip constructor, canal build- 
er or song writer, author, musician, 
everything, but always perfect in his part. 
His comings and goings during the past 
week have been of far lose formal character 
than those of other years, consequently Els 
Majesty haa boon able to devote a groab 
doal more timo to yachting and visiting and 
haa become more popular than ever before. 

Tho teaparty whioh tho Emperor gave on 
Thursday on board tho HohoD/.ollorn and 
arranged by himself, was to have been a 
most obarming function. His Majesty in- 
vited the elite of yachting society to his 
" afternoon tea " on the promenade deck of 
the Imperial yacht, which was InxuriouBly 
carpeted for tha oooaiion and dotted with 
pretty little tea tables, while the 
whole veasel was fragrant with 
tho perfumes of a rich profusion of flowers, 
sent by Queen Victoria from Osborne. 
The fine bands of the Hohnezollem played 
only as a marino.band citta play and every- 
thing possible was done to make the recep- 
tion a brillianb and memorable event. Hia 
Majesty personally received bis guests at 
the HohenzoUern's gangway, and they in- 
cluded the Prince ond Princess of Wales, 
the Duke of York, Prlncoas Louise antl 
Marquis of Lorno. 

Mr. Glodatono'a apoocli at Choator on 
TueaJay last on tho Armenian quoatioi; 
naturally attraotod conaiderabio attention, 
not only in England, but thrtiughout Europe. 
In many quarters it is looked upon as being 
a sharp slap at Lord Roaebory, tho ex- 
premier, and as directly supporting 
S.»!i3bury in acy atopa tho now govern- 
ment may take towards coercing tho Porte 
in doing something towards reform in 
Armenia. On the other hand some of the 
London newspapers class Mr. Gladstone's 
uttorancea as being " dangerously mis- 
chiovoue" and likely to kindle civil war 
in Turkey which, socordlng to the Post, 
may spread into a European conflagration, 
and eventually threaten India with 
a renewal of the horrible scenes 
witnoBfled during the Sepoy mutiny. 
But tho Timoo took an entirely different 
aapoot, remarking editorially : " We did 
not say a word calculated to hamper Lord 
Sallabury'a govornmont. His impasaloued 
rhetoric did not go boyond facts. If tho 
Bpeocb asaiats, aa doubtless it will, in bring- 
ing about tho deoircd consummation, he 
will be rewarded for an effort unparalleled 
even as a moro physical aohiovemcnb by a 
man of bis ago."

THE EASTERN QUESTION. 



Bnssia Determined Not to Hold Rela- 
tions Witb Bulgaria Under 
Exlstinur Clrenmstances. 



Talk of Another Coufereiice to Draw 
Dp a Fresh Treaty -AlTaira 
ComplicatiDg'. 



New Yokk, Aug. 9,— In his last letter to 
the New York Times, Harold Frederic 
says : With all the good-will in the world, 
Enrope is not permitted to take its mind off 

Bulgoria. By day and by night this wretch- 
ed little community sits on the Old World's 
cbesb. lb will not be shaken off. The 
week's developments oeem on the surface to 
have wrought a great change in tho Balkan 
outlook. A few days ago everybody 
took for granted that the Czar and 
Prince Lobanoff had come to an ex- 
plicit arrangement with the Metropolitan 
Clement and bis Bulgarian deputation, 
and that Russia was prepared to resume 
upon her own conditiona her old dominant 
position in the principality. Now, on the 
strength of a semi-offiotal dibimtch from St. 
Petersburg, which, of all plucea, appeared 
fi'Bt in tho Cologne Gazette, everybody has 
rushed over to tho other aide and regarde it 
aa settled that Russia implacably peraists in 
her chronic refusal to have anything to do 
with liulgnria at all. Nothing could better 
illustrate the mental confusion to which 
eighteen years of suepenBe under an annual 
threat of war have reduced the continental 
preas, but the Eugliah journals have much 
leas excuse for being so easily rattled. 

The Bulgarian delegation is timed to ar- 
rive at Sofia to. day, and in the course of the 
public reception organized for them, lb is 
presumed that the Metropolitan Clement or 
bis companions will make a statomenb of 
what news they bring. This statement 
conld have been foreshadowed weeks ago— 
for that matter, years ago. The Czar haa 
never ceased to love the Hulgarians dearly, 
but friendly relationa witb them are impoB- 
aible so long as they persist in Bupporting an 
illegally formed government, headed by a 
Prince not properly elected according to the 
treaty of Berlin. (Chey may therefore 
make their choice ; either to get 
on without Russian reooealtlon aa 
besb they can, or chase ont their Prince 
and his irregular government, throw 
themselves at the Czar's feet, and, under 
bis paternal guidance, reconstinot them- 
selves on the lines laid down by tho Berlin 
treaty. We know so little about the actual 
state of feeling throughout Bulgaria that it 
ia difiioult to be sure what its answer will 
he. No doubt Clement, who since Stam- 
buloffa destruction is the man who seems 
most clearly to know hia own mind and to 
be likely to enforce it on tho country, aims 
at entire submiBsion to Ruasla. If we as- 
sume thab he can deliver his gooda, then 
Prince Ferdinand will nob return, his minis- 
ters and administrative machinery will dis- 
appear, and a provisional regency, probably 
with Clement at its head, will ask Russia 
for a safe interpretation o£ its duties under 
the treaty of Berlin. 

Ht.ving broken most sections of this fam- 
ous treaty, Russia knows thorn intimately. 
Taking them as they originally stood and 
adding to them all the modifications in prac- 
tice which the contracting parties have sub- 
sequently made to suit their own convene 
ienoe, there Is material enough for all the 
international jurista to rack their brains 
over. (Ebere la hardly any oonoelvable point 
on which Russia oannot spin ont debate in- 
definitely tha while hsr adventuroas ad- 
vanced wing of political soldiera fish with pro- 
fib in the tronbfed Bulgarian waters. Xbere 
is naturally balk of another conference to 
draw up a fresh treaty, and I even hear 
thab England has begun sounding the other 
powers on this subject ; but the Conbinenb- 
al courtB are rather afraid of recourse to 
such an important step. It might go off 
smoothly, but the chances eeoin to bo the 
otbor way ; and then tho fat will bo in the 
fire. Yet, without a confercnoo ii ia plain- 
ly aeon that Russia will go on slowly oompli- 
cating affairs in tho Balkans till somebody 
will liave to object and bo prepared to sup- 
port tho objeotion by a show of force. This 
is Europe's dilemma, nob ab all new, bub 
rendered somewhab more acute now week 
by week. 

A RKi'OUT comes from a reliable source 
that some rich ledges have been struck in 
the vicinity of Slate Creek, Tulameen river, 
in the Similkameen distriot. Assays from 
the quartz taken from the Mineral King 
ledge, some 125 feet wide, have yielded $90 
in gold per ton, and from the Big Ledge 
£;16 60 in free gold per ton. Aasaya 
from the adjacent olaims are expected 
shortly, when it ia thought higher returns 
will be given. This aeotton of the country 
is well known to be rich In minorala. 



Yesterday Mr. J. C. Maclure aeonred 
possession of his two young daughters who 
wore the cause of habeas corpus proceedings 
some weeks ago in tho courts here.

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A FORTUNATE ESCAPE. 



By Excellent Seaiuauslilp the " War- 
rimoo" Is Self lieleased From 
Her Hazardous Position- 

Will Ketura to Enter Dock— Promin- 
ent Hawaiiana Uiscusg the 
Situatlou. 

Seldom indeed does a big ateamahlp have 
BO close B oall the Warrlmoo had on 
Friday afteraoon and eaoape as luckily, 
Whea the arrived ab the ooean dock yeetor- 
day morning everything looked Bhlpshapo 
bboard and there waa nothing in the appear- 
Rnce of vosael, crow or paaaengera to give a 
hint of the oxoiting adventure of the day 
before. The danger paeaod through wab, 
how<!7«r. fur from ioaignifioant, and though 
the veaael eaoapod aerioua injury, it was 
only by the fortunate abaonne of atrong 
wind or heuvy eoa at the tinio of her dia- 
treaa. How it all happened makes a abort 
but ioteiuistiDg aiirrative, in the telling of 
which the ollioera of the ehip and her paa- 
aengera vary only the dutuila. 

AH the way up from Sydney the Warri- 
moo had been facing head winds and seas, 
varied with north-east gales and fierce 
Bqualls — a disagreeable combination that 
prevailed to thia aide of Honolnln. Then 
on Tuesday and Wednesday last the fog 
commenoed aad the ship had to feel her 
nay In, at one of Che moat dlfSonlt placca of 
navigation on the Northern Faoino coast 
— the entrance to Faoa straits. All 
went well until Friday morning, the vessel 
then running uuder half steam andsonndinga 
being taken at regular intervals. CarmaQah 
Point bad been aij^hted and dropped aatern, 
and aoaadings were being made with greater 
frequency aa the intriOitciea of the channel 
inoreuaed, when the alarming Bound of 
breakers ahead was heard through the fog. 
The enginoa were abut down at onco and tlio 
vessel was ulmoat uo a standstili when ahe 
ran on the rock — a portion of the ledge lo- 
ctlly known aa tioa Lion reof, about two 
miles from the lighthoueo and in a patch of 
water aaually givou a wide bertii by naviga- 
tors. Had ehe been runningut oven half tpRed, 
the rook, juat awaah, would have done 
irreparable injury to the big liner. Aa it 
waa, almoat all "way'' had been lost and, 
drifting on praotloally, little Injury waa re- 
ceived. On the atarboard (|Uurtor and less 
than ten yards away a hugs boulder raiaed 
fronn the water to suggoat another might- 
bavb-beou to the anxioua paaaengera, and to 
give to the ofScera of the ship a means to 
the desired end— releasing the ship. The 
water ballast was pumped oat of the for- 
ward compartments, the bow being 
thus lightened considerably, and ueing the 
paradoxioaliy oonvenlenD InoonveDient rook 
as a snnbbing post, the steamer waa swung 
around and oiear of the ledge on whioh she 
had been resting for about an hour— frum 
noon nntil one o'oloak. Bnt still the difli 
ottlties of the aitnatloo were not surmount- 
ed. Ab she ewang clear from danger No. 1 
there was a orunoh and a eerlea of bumps 
with a ihiking of the steamer from stem to 
atetn — and sbe was upon danger No, 2 with 
a bad liat to starboard. Forlunatelp the tide 
was rising, and by four o'clock her own 
engines and the efTorta of the orew had 
proved aucoessful and the steamer had 
transferred herself from the dangeroua rooka 
to safe anchorage in deep water and with an 
open ohannol. lu reaching the latter the 
Indiana from the main island rendered 
valuable asaistanco, while definite informa- 
tion aa to the veaael'a whereabouts waa also 
had from the lighthouse, where the mate 
landed to telegraph to YlotoritN for aaalat' 
ance. Several fiahermeu viaitod the standed 
steamer in her diatreaa to ohoer the anxioua 
officera with the Information that thoj were 
on the worst apot on the entire 
coast, and also to give the passengers 
pleasure by aasuring them that the wooda 
were fall of panthera — great, fierce animals, 
as large aa tigers and quite as forooions — all 
of which was duly recorded In numeroua 
note hooka and diaries. No tugboat appear- 
ed, however, to give either aaatetance or ad- 
vice, and it was by her own exertions en- 
tirely that the Warrlmoo seonred her release. 
Through the trying experience all hands 
were kept at stations, and the steady work 
and admirable disatpline of the ship's com- 
pany gave Qunfidenee to the passengers, 
among whom there were fewer ex- 
preSBioDS of alarm even than came 
from the oraw. The vessel slid 
on the eeoond rook stern first, shivered and 
stood still again, resting on the reef easily 
abant amidahips. The kedge anchora were 
put out, tho pumpa sounded and all wa-j 
made ready for any emergency that might 
arise. Everything that could bo done waa 
done to enauro the anfoty of ship and pas- 
aengere, Captain Arundell — who for tho 
aiugle trip relieved Commander Bird- prov- 
ing himself a careful and courageous aa well 
as a courteoua commander. He fully justi- 
fied tho confidence reposed in him by tho 
company, and to which the passengers alen 
gave oxpreiiBion before reaching port in tho 
following addrcaa : 

" We, the passengers upon your fine 
ship, deaire herewith to express to you our 
sympathy in tho unfortunate accident that 
has occurred, and to say that wo feel that 
no blame should attach to you under the 
oironmatancee, tho dense fog prevailing pre- 
venting any glimpse of shore. Wo desire 
further to express our admiration at the 
masterful way in which you extrioated the 
ship from her daogerons position, and at 
the perfect discipline shown on board. Let 
us farther add our sincere thanks to you 
and yonr officers and men for the uniform 
coartesy and untiring care which have con- 
verted what might have been a monotonous 
voyage into a pleasing trip." 

This address was signed by Maj.^r Wudo- 
houao, Hon. Mr. Castle, and all the other 
first-olass passengers, and was formally pro- 
aented while the steamer lay at anchor In 
the channel, waiting for daylight to proceed 
to her deatiniLtion. Victoria was reached 
and the atoamer tied up ab tho dock prior 
to 9 o'clock, and ofter wailing for her 
pilot, who waa one of tho rescue party to go 
out by the Lome, proceeded to Vancouver 
about 5 in tho afternoon. She will dis- 
charge her cargo at tho Termlnol City, and 
then return to Esquimalt and dock for in- 
spection and repairs if nocosaary. Tho vea- 
ael made no water while at anchor or en her 
run to Victoria from the aoono of the aoci- 
dont, and Cap ain Arundell does not think 
that any (Umogo haa reaultod, aave In 
straining of tho rivets. A little water was 
also taken in by the ballaat tank.

SCENE OF THE MISHAP. 

The Bescne Party Found Very Dense For 
and Ulssed the Object of Their 
Search. 

When the tag Lome left the cater wharf 
about 10:30 o'oloak on Friday evening, 
oarrying the U. P. B. offiotala, Mr. W. 
Ward, of the tug agency company, and the 
reporters, It was realized by all eoncernod 
that the Warrlmoo might then be steaming 
on her way to Victoria ; bnt as the meagre 
intalllgenoe fcota Carmanah had been very 



unaatlsfaolory It was deemed beat to exer 
ciae the preoiution of haatening to the 
rescue with this powerful steamer, which 
had just then opportunely arrived in from 
Departure Bay, without having re 
ceived any intimation ot the mis 
hap. With cheerful alacrity, however. 
Captain Brown Immediately put the Lorne 
about, and she was soon steaming through 
tho fog at the highest speed oonalstent with 
safety. The Pacific liners usually follow as 
nearly as may be the middle of the channel, 
and this course the Lome took, in the ex 
pootation of sighting the Warrirooo should 
the latter indeed be on the way, and the 
deep blasts of her whistle, anunde'1 at brief 
intervals all nightlong, it waa thought must 
attract tho attention of any vessel passing 
through the comparatively narrow straita 
But from the time tho Race Rocks fog 
alarm ceased to bo board until that of Car 
manah conSrmsd tho log's testimony that 
tho latter point was not far distant, there 
camo no other response, Tho fog had 
become thicker and thicker aa the 
night progroaaed, and the Lorne bud had to 
make her way cautiously at half speed. It 
was therefore about t):."iO a.m. boforo she 
camo to a atop opposite where, judged by 
tho Bound, tho lighthouse was supposed to 
be. Mr. Courtney, of tho CP K., went in 
a amall boat rowed by two sturdy oarsmen, 
who, guided by sound until oloeo aahore, 
made their way to tho lighthouse, whore ic 
waa lo.irnod from the keeper, islr Daykin, 
that he had no later news of the Worrimoo 
than that wired the previous evening ; 
bo had then seen her at anchor, but 
since had neither board nor seen 
anything of the steamer, Tho V/cioria 
telegraph ofBce would not be open uutil 8 
o'clock, and leaving instructions that Mr. 
Daykin should then inquire whether or not 
she had reached Victoria, Mr, Courtney re- 
turned to the Lorne. As no signals had 
been beard from her, it waa pretty certain 
that ahe had ateamed away, but having 
made a long journey, the relief party would 
not return without knowing poaitively, and 
henoe waited nntil after 9 o'clock, when a 
second landing was made, and the wire 
being at last got into working order, over it 
oame the welomo news that the Warrlmoo 
was thtn sufe at dock. Tho Lorne 
therefore made all speed back to 
VictoriA, iiiid arrived hero at 4:."0 
p.m., in time to got, a sight of tho handt. nui 
Auatralian, and for Messrs. Geo. MoL, und 
W m. Brown — of tho CP R. relief party— to 
return on her, as they had intended, to Van- 
couver. Needless to say the Warrimoo's 
passengers watched tho arrival of the tug- 
boat with tho greatest of interest, and her 
splendid dimenalona and workmanlike 
equipment and appearance elicited general 
expreaaione of approval of tho aolicitudo of 
tho agents In taking so wise precaution 
againab poaalble further disaster. It 
is supposed that the vessels paesed 
each other eomewhero in the vicin- 
ity of Race Rocka, where their 
couraea moat widely diverged, and where 
the aonnd of the Raoa R cks fog alarm 
would divert the attention of each from the 
other's aigoals. 

There haa been dense fog oil the entrance 
to the straita for aevcral daya, preventing 
observations by incoming steamers and mak- 
ing it A very almple matter to be the little 
distance out of the right oonrse which so 
nearly wrought disaster to the Warrlmoo.

" The R. M. S. Warrlmoo," according to 
Purser Humphrey's memo., left Sydney at 
1 :20 p,m. on the 18th of July, B. E, Arun- 
dell commanding. She had a stiff breeze to 
a moderate gale from the north east, with 
heavy aqualla and head aeas to Hunter isl- 
and. Thence to Suva moderate aouth-weat 
winda and fair weather prevailed. Arrived 
at Suva at S:,S4 a.m. on the 21th, loaving 
again at i-MO p.m. on tho aime date. Ex- 
perienced light aouth-oast trades and lino 
weather to tho Kijuator, which was crossed 
on the 27th at 7 p. in, LIglit south-west 
winds were met with, thonco to lutitudo 8 
north, and thence moderate north-east 
trades and cloudy, with paaaing B(|ualla and 
rain, and moilorato head aeus to Honolulu, 
which was reached at 2 p m. on the let of 
August. Left again at il p m. K-vperleno- 
ed moderuLo to frcdh north-east and north- 
erly winda, with overcast weather and 
moderate head seas to arrival at Victoria." 

Tho cargo, consisting of Southern fruita, 
canned goods, wool, etc., is somowhat 
smaller than usual, but Includea about 
500 crates of bananas and pines fcr 
Puget yound ports, landed with tho Victoria 
consignments during the stay of the steamer 
at the outer wharf. For Victoria there was 
ab3nt 200 crates of fruit, 225 bunches of 
bananas, 25 kegs of molasses and nnmerous 
packagea of personal effects.

easy ? Nothing whatever. Oa the oon> 
trary, ho hae done what lies in his power to 

oomplioate the question and to throw 
obstaoIoB in the wny of tho parties oon- 
oerned arriving at a good understanding. 
Ho says that he is opposed to coercion and 
is in favor of conciliation. Coercion, as 
ooeroion has been generally nnderstood, baa 
nob been resorted to by the Governmenti, 
and thoy aro now and always have been in 
fivor of conoiliiaiou. Thoy have done 
nothing more in tha matter than the law 
direots. They have cot gone boyond it iu 
the slightest degree in any single particular, 
Would Mr. Laurior have done dififetontly if 
tho duty of dealing with the oase had 
fallen to hifl lot. Ho has taken very 
good core not to say whether ho would or 
not. Tiio leading Liberals have boon 
aa dumb as Ii3hea in tho mat- 
ter. And they want the people of 
Canada to believe that this dumbness and 
briotctneia generally is good policy and that 
stateamen do their duty when there ia a 
great question before tho country, in whicli 
tho peace and welfare of the people are in- 
volved, when thoy act aa players do iu a 
gimo of lacroBSo. Mr. Laurier must got 
higher ideas of true statesmanship before 
tho people of this Dominion will take him 
Horiously and before they will entrust him 
with the direction of their publio affairs.

AGAIN ON TEE STUMP. 

Mr. Laurier ia in the field again. The 

succoBS of his first mooting atSorol ia trump- 
eted forth throughout tholongth and breadth 
of the land. The Leader of the Opposition 
is always Bnooessful — at meotinga — but 
aomebow he baa hitherto been signally un- 
aneoeaBfttl at eleotiona. People orowd to 
hear him because he is a delight fai epeaker, 
Thoy admire his performanoea on tho plat- 
form beoiuae they aro artiatio and becauee 
thoy are pleasing, but they do not follow bio 
advice. Tho reason of this is not far to 
seek, Mr. Laurier is, oratoricaliy and poli- 
tioaily, Bonndiog braaa and tinkling oymbal, 
bat when the musio is heard its inflnenoe 
ceases. 

How many converta, we should like to 
know, has Mr. Laurier made to bis free 
trade theories ; or rather, we should have 
said, how many are there who have heard 
his apeeohes who know what those theories 
are or where the aocomplished and silver- 
tongued orator stands on the trade question ? 

The Manitoba eohool queation ia the sub- 
ject of Mr, Laurier'a diaoourae in his preaont 
expedition. Everyone knows how careful 
he has hitherto been not to commit iiimeolf 
to any decided or definite opinion on that 
important question. All his statements 
with regard to it have been either studi- 
onsly ambiguous or qualified by some ex- 
preaaion that took from thorn any force thoy 
might otherwise huvo had. Wo find from 
the telegrams that ho is pursuing the same 
polioy now. He finds fault with the course 
which the Government have pursued. They 
have not handled the queation in tho 
right way. Another mode of treating It 
would have been much bettor and would 
have lod to moro pleasant results. This ia 
the easiest and cheapest kind of criticiam. 
There ienota bar-room or stroot-cornor pol- 
itician who does not take precisely the same 
line. He does not word hie oritioiams and 
his censure so prettily as Mr. L&arier does, 
bub tho idea \rhich ho exprpasoa is precisely 
the aamo. Criticiam of tlila kind requires 
neither knowledge nor ability. Any man 
who posaeaaea faoility of expreaaion and who 
ia content to aay a great deal without mean- 
ing anything in particular, oan grind out any 
amount of such condemnation. What is re- 
quired of h. statesman in Mr. Laurier's posi- 
tion ia something hotter and more useful 
and editying than mere faultfinding. 
It ia not onough for him 
to aay that tho Governiiiont have not dono 
well in this Manitoba school business — any 
blatherskite oonid do that ; it is for him to 
show how they oonid liave donebottor. Before 
his condemnation of tho Government's couree 
can bo accepted by intelligent and fair- 
minded men, ho should be able to point out 
some way by whioh a settlement could bo 
arrived at and all hortful and disturbing 
agitation avoided. But this is exactly what 
Mr. Laurier dooa nob do, and what it is evi- 
dent ho cannot do. The way in whioh ho 
evades thia reasonable demand is to assort 
that it ia not hie place to instruct tho 
Govornmont, but anyone who has tho 
least diaoernment must aee clearly 
that this is a aballow triok to 
hide bis poverty of resource, to conceal 
from tho people that ho really has no policy, 
and that if he woro in tho Loader of the 
Government's place, if ho did not do what 
tho Government have dono ho would not 
know what in the world to do. This, wo 
aro fully convinced, is exactly the position 
in which, if tho truth were luiown, bo really 
atanda. He has no polioy except to dodge 
tho issue and cnibirrttsa tho Govornmout if 
he oan. 

The Manitoba Question is, as Mr. I.iaurior 
admits, a moat important queation and ex- 
oeedlngly difficult of settlement. He ooou- 
piea a very inflaential poaitlon In this oonntry, 
and la aappoaed to have a great deal of infln- 
once with the iTreooh Canadians and with the 
Liberal party gonorally, yob what has ho 
dune to make the aotbiement of tha queation 



Tho Loudon Timoa disouasea Lord Kipon'a 
dispatohea on tho resolutions passed at tho 
Ottawa Conforonco oa the trade relations 
between tlio difleront parts of the Empire, 
with great ability and great fairneaa. It 
does not, like Lord Ripon, review the pro- 
posals of tho Conference from tho stand- 
point of an extreme free trader. It sees 
that there ia much to recommend pro- 
forontial trade between Groat 15ritain and 
her Colonies to the statesmen of the Empire. 
It evidently believes that there is an element 
of nncertainty in tho trade relations between 
Great Britain and uimosb all foreign 
nations, which is a great drawback 
to her commercial prosperity, and it seems 
to think that under a reciprooal trade ar- 
rangement between her ard hor dependen- 
cies there would be no suoh disheartening 
uncertainty. (Fhis is what the Times saya : 



Lord Ripon'a reniarka are in the main son- 
Bible. It is a pity, however, that, in deal- 
ing with a trade queation, he ahould use 
language implying that the benefit of trade 
ia enjayod only by the exporting country, 
whioh obtains a market for its produce, and 
not by the importing country, which obtoina 
more oheaply tho ncceaaariea or luxuries 
whioh it reoeivBB. We do not suppoae that 
he is really under the dominion of the theory 
which his words involve, but there is no rea- 
son why he ahould suffer himself to appear 
to be giving sanction to it, or should help 
it to pass current. Nor has Lord Ripon 
said anything on the chief advantage likely 
to result from the Ottawa propoaala. Wo 
may grant that our colonial trade ia not 
nearly equal in volume to onr foreign trade, 
and that it ia not likely to come up to 
it. But under a onatoma union it 
would posaeaa one quality well worth con- 
sidering — it would be more stable, for it 
would no longer depend on the whims and 
fancies of other oountriea, and would no 
longer bo expoaod to tho inlluenoe of hostile 
foreigh tarilTa, Aa tho case now stands, 
the two countries with whioh wo have tho 
largeah trode aro Franco and tho United 
States. With Franco we have a commer- 
cial treaty which gives some fixity to our 
trade relations, but which, as experience 
shows, is in constant danger of being alteroJ 
or denounced. With the United States our 
trade rolatioua are much leas certain. Ac- 
cording as ono or tho other political purty 
comes into power, the tariff is shifted about 
at pleasure, and, large aa trade with tho 
country is, it ia wholly wanting in the moro 
important quality of atability. The repeal 
of the McKinley tariflf and the paaaing 
of the freer Wilson tariff ore proba- 
bly to bo followed, as our New York oor- 
reapondont baa told ua, by new changes 
in the direction of more protection. Thia 
meana that aaob part of our manufacturers' 
fixed capital as naa been employed for pro- 
ducing arbiolea for export to the United 
States will tMoome valneleaa in whole or 
in part, and that the workmen who have 
been engaged in the bnaineaa will be thrown 
ont of employment. It is useless to argue 
that these trade dislocations inflict most in- 
jury on the country which caufiea them. 
All that we need care to know ia that thoy 
iiJlict very grave injury on ourselvoa, and 
that it would bo worth our while to get rid 
of them at some loas to tho mere volume of 
our trade. Pooaibly, too, it might tend to 
brirg some foreign countries to their sonseB 
if thoy fouril us a good deal leas dopondonc 
on their good will than we aro. .Such eon- 
aidorations as these are, of course, not tho 
only ocea which demand notice, but they 
aro, wo think, too Important to be left out 
of account in striking a balance between the 
values of our foreign and of our colonial 
tradea. 

Wo trust that Canadian froo traders will 
not accuse the Times of being unfaithful to 
Uritlah free trade because it aees that it ii 
possible for Great Britain to gain ad 
vantages by placing some restriotiona on 
commercial intorcourao with foreign nationa 
and extending aomo privileges to her own 
colonies and depoudenoiee. Ardent froo 
traders on thia side of the Atlantic will, or 
we are greatly mistaken, be shocked and 
distressed to find that many able and 
eminent mon in the Mother Country have 
fallen a™iy from the free trade faith and 
are ready to adopt a oommorciol policy 
moro favorable tu Urltiah subjects than it is 
to the citizens of foreign nationa. 



he belonged had been defeated at the polls, 
the idea of placing him In the Speaker's 

chair when the now Parliament was being 
organized would never enter the mind of 
any member of the dominant party If any- 
one ahould propose such a thing he would 
be set down us cither an unpractical pollti- 
oat sentimentalist or a traitor to the party 
whioh had fought and won the 1) tttle at the 
polla. To give an opponent tho honor end 
tho power that attach to tho .Speaker's office 
would bo regarded rather as an act of poli- 
tical insanity- than as one of political prud- 
ence. 

Bnt tho Speakership of the House of Com- 
mons in Groat Britain is not looked upon as 

part of the spoils of vlotory. It seems to be 
regarded us a permauout ollioo, and If 
a Speaker does his duty effectively 
and faithfully, ho does not lose his office 
when the party to which ho belongs is de' 
feated at the polls. The theory is that the 
new ParllamoDt has a perfect right to 
choose ;k new Speaker, but the practice ia 
that the House in tho exercise of that right 
oliooaes the menil)ar who in the late Parlia- 
ment baa performed tha duties of tho oUico 
to tho satisfaction of its members, quite in- 
dependently of his political principles and 
his parly leanings. What the London Times 
saya about tho ro-oleotion of Mr. Gully 
ahoWB very clearly how the Speakership ia 
regarded by the moinbera of tho Imperial 
Parliament and by thoee who take an active 
part in Imperial politloj. It is thia : 

If Mr. (iu'.ly had been rejected by his con- 
stituents at Carlisle, the field would have 
been clear, and the Unioniata would have 
had a free hand in tho choice of his auc- 
coaflor. lJut he has retained hio seat, and 
tho Speaker of tho last Parliament has, 
therefore, a place in tho now ono. Xo 
doubt the majority have tho right aa well ua 
the power to disregard tho eloolion of Mr. 
Gully in April last, when the late Govern- 
ment, ignoring the traditions of Parlia- 
mentary life, stretched to tho utmost tho 
privilege of a narrow party majority, which 
did not represent the prevailing opinion of 
the country. Ifaey had doe warning from 
the Leader of the Opposition that suoh a 
high handed prooeeding oould not bind 
the new Parliament, and that the 
Unionists held tbemaelvea at liberty 
if they returned after the dissolution 
in predominate numbers to elect their own 
nominee as Speaker. It does not follow, 
however, that they should inaiat upon their 
rights. They are bound to exoroiao their 
power with a Bingle-mindod view to what ia, 
on the wholo, for the public advantage. 
There are strong reasons for holding that 
their wisest course would bo that which 
would also bo tho moab generous, namely, 
to strengthen and consecrate tho traditional 
faith in tho permanent and non-partisan 
character of the Speakerahip by proposing 
the re-election of Mr, Gully. 
Mr, (JuUy has got to know tho House, and 
the House has got to know him. He is too 
able a man nob to have mastered already 
tho prinoiplea at leaab of Parllomonbary 
practice, and not to know in what 
apirit they ought to bo applied. 
There ia no reason to believe that ho does 
nnb thoroui^hly and loyally acqnieaco in the 
indiapenaable condition of tho high otfico 
which he lately held, and whioh he again 
desires to fill, the renunoiattoo of all party 
connexions and the suppression of ail party 
sympathies. 

Late advices show that the Times ex 
pressed in this matter the intentions and 
the convictions of tho loading mon of the 
majority of the House of Comnione, Tho 
members composing this majority, though juab 
from the polls and flushed with the viotory 
won at them, are so moderate, to roaeon 
able and so oareful to proaorve the wise and 
salutary traditions of Parliament 
ohooso an opponent, and one, too, elected to 
tho Speakership but a fow months ago in a 
way of which thoy did not approve, to pre 
side over their deliberations.

Darrell was ono of tho unfortunates 
thrown into jail at Honolulu on the oooasion 
of the abortive Royaliat upriaing The gov. 
eminent bslievu and maintain tnal they had 
ample jasnfioation for pursuing the course 
whloh they did. Dirroll aaya nob, nnd de- 
mandB indemnity in tho amount of $'2,'), 000. 

" Even admitting that ho had bohio olaim 
against the governinent," saya Mr. Castle, 
" tbo sum ho names is out of all proportion. 
He was a haok-drlver, I think, and the loss 
of hia business interests, whioh he pats for- 
ward, would soaroely amount to anything 
like the value ha alleges." 

Other claims for damages are spoken of, 
to tho amounti of upwards of $'2oO,000, 
Imt not as yet proHonted, tho majority being 
those of alleged Hritiah aubjeota who seek 
indeninilication for wrongful arrest and Im- 
prleonmenc without trial. Darrell was not 
u victim of deportation, although he makes 
bis claim for damages from Sun Francisco. 
He was a voluntary pisaenger to that city, 
and does nob stand upon tho same ground as 
Messrs. Johnston, Mueller and Cranstoun, 
The progress of tho suit instituted by these 
gentlemen against the Cani\diiin-Aunralian 
steamship line, who are liiicbed by tho gov- 
ernment of President Dole, ia naturally 
watched with keenest interest by tho people 
of Honolulu. 

Hon, Mr. Cleghorn, who Is known to fame 
aa the father of the Prtncoaa Kaiulani, ia on 
bis way to England via Now York, and will 
meet hia daughter in London. There future 
plana are entirely unsettled owing to the 
diatnrbed condition of political affairs at the 
islands, which will prevent their return to 
Honolulu for an indefinite period. Naturally 
Mr. Cleghorn ia disaatiafiod with tho pro- 
sent administration of Hawaiian affaira. Ho 
blames the United States wholly 
and solely for the establishment 
of the present *'mllitiary despotism," and 
with the other friends of Hawaiian royalty 
looks to the United States to undo the 
wrong that haa been dene and clear 
that nation'a abaracter from reproach. Hon. 
Mr. Cleghorn does not believe that if a free 
and secret ballot were taken of the entire 
population of the islands, oae-tentb, if that 
proportion, would declare in favor of tho 
Republican government. The latter are 
clinging to power by the law of force and 
the dissatisfaction is In consequence grow- 
ing daily. The Hawaiian Queon and peo- 
ple look to tho people of the United 
States for tho remedy — tho former from her 
palace- prison, where she ia still held fast as 
a person whoae liberty would endanger the 
safety of her native land, the land over 
whloh she formerly ruled. 

Major J. H. Wodehouao is returning to 
England with Mrs. snd Miss Wodehoase, 
having been retired from the diplomatio 
service owing to advancing years. His suc- 
oesBoriConsul-General Howea.who also holda 
rank as Britl8hoommls8ioner,hB6 already aa- 
samed of}ice,and Major VVodehouaeremalned 
in Honolulu only lon^ enough to see the 
machinery of the consulate running proper- 
ly under the new adminiatrativo bead. Dur- 
ing his thirty years of active experience In 
varlons poats of diplomatio importance, 
Major Wodehouse has won high distinction 
by hie ability and disoretion at most criti- 
cal periods ; hia Bondael at Honolnla dnr. 
Ing the establishment of therepubllo was note- 
worthy In this regard, yet when be was 
leaving tho islands and requested permis- 
sion to call ana take bis leave of the im- 
prisoned ex Qaeen, that permission was 
refused by Minister Hatch. The reason as- 
signed was that Major Wodehouse had in hia 
dealings with the new government display ( d 
both hostility and contempt, and that when 
free from the obligations of his diplomatic 
position, he was not regarded as above in- 
teresting himself in the ex-Quoon's behalf. 
The friction between tho Hawaiian govern- 
ment and tho retiring reprosoutatlvo at 
Honolulu of Her Majesty's government was 
intensified by the fact that Major Wode- 
bonse did not pay a formal vlait of faro- 
well to the Hawaiian foreign office and in 
other waya — acocrding to President Dole 
and his ministry — made it very evident that 
he retained his poor opinion of 
the government of the islands to 
the moment of his departure. It 
was in view of these strained relatione that 
President Dole felt it incumbent upon him 
to decline an invitation to be present at the 
banquet tendered by the British vice-con- 
sul and residents In honor of the retiring 
ambassador. 

The government of Hawaii, according to 
the passengers just arrived from Honolulu, 
still pin their faith to annexation by tho 
United States, Ono of the latest acts of 
tho lopialuturo was the Diloption, on tho 20ih 
July, of tho following resolution, the oon- 
tenta of which tho nev/ miniator to tho 
United States ia rc(iueoted to bear con- 
stantly in mind ; 

" Resolved, that tlio oenato and house of 
rcpresentativca of tho RopuWUc of Hawaii 
hereby declare now fealty to tho policy of 
the annexation of thia country to tho United 
States of America. Resolved, that wo put 
forth tho sentiment in tho firm belief and 
sincere hope that all who liavo the true in- 
tereata of tbo nation at heart and that all 
who support 01' ire friendly to tho Republic 
of Hawaii will be Impelled to even greater 
continurd effort to bring about tho relation 
sought." 

Among the other notable passengers from 
Hawaii by the just arrived steamer wcro 
Messrs. Cf. L. Wright and W. G. Barnfleld. 
Tho former Is president and manager of the 
Wilder Steamship Co., of Honolulu, a cor- 
poration which enjoys a monopoly of a con- 
siderable proportion of tho carrying trade of 
the Islands ; tho latter is bettor known thnn 
by name us Sequah, tho groat travelling ex- 
ponent of tho marvellous merits of Sp(|uah'B 
Oil for all hill lotions to which tho flesh ia 
heir. He Is a well educated, gentlenunly 
EsgUEhir!'*n travelling for tho Stquah 
Modioine Co. of London, a bit; 
concern with a thorough belief in tho unique 
in advertising. Tho Sequah chariot, from 
whioh the merits of Sequah medicines are 
expounded, was landed Irom tho steamer at 
Victoria ond will no doubt soon 
make its appearance on the streets.
